It is democratic tradition that 


politics should leave the theater 
tJRonc, but the off-stage career of 
Charles Chaplin gives point and' 
emphasis to that other truth: The 
theater should stay out of politics.! 


An Associated Press report this! 


week rounded out the last chapter j 
of the 40 years that Chaplin spent | 
in our United States — 40 years in; 
which he never once proposed to 
Hive up his British citizenship and 
become a voting American. This 
final chapter 
\>'i)s an account of 


the sale of Chaplin's last U. S. 
property holdings, his famous old 
studio in Hollywood. 


The studio brought $650,000 cash. 


Chaplin bought it back in 1918 for 
$35,000, Not a bad result — except 
for one thing: Chaplin himself is 
in Switzerland, exiled 
from 
our 


land because of an alien and sus- 
pect brand of. personal politics. 


No American can tolerate the 


thought of applying the dictator- 
ship rules of exile, persecution, or 
imprisonment 
against his 
follow 


TWim soleiy because of what he 
may 
believe. But 
the cloak of 


democratic charity covers securely 
only American citizens. Chaplin, 
despite his 40 years' 
residence 


among us", at the end of the road 
was indistinguishable from many 
another foreigner who sought to 
live in our land but to speak up 
lor foreign dictatorship. 


I' note in the AP dispatch that 


Chaplin said he left America vol- 
untarily because "lies and vicious 
^Jropafuinda" handicapped his mov- 
ie work. He may have left volun- 
tarily, but tin; government gave 
him notice that he couldn't come 
back. And he le£t in his later films 
a clear record of how a peculiar po- 
litical twist can ruin a great star 
of the theater. 


When Chaplin built that sudio 


at the corner of Sunset boulevard 
and La Brea avenue, back in 1918, 
.Hollywood 
was 
young and The 


Little Tramp was her most famous 
figure. And In that studio he made 
his greatest films: "A Dng's Life," 
"bhuulcler Arms." "The Kid," and' 
"The Gold Rush." 


But in his middle years Charley 


Chaplin forgot to be 
funny 
and 


started pointing up his 
pictures 


w.Uh a mission. He made "Modern 
Times," and it was a flop. 
"The 


Great Dictator" gave him a.goldtm 
opportunity to ridicule Adolf Hitler 
— but Chaplin's original wit had 


iecomc so corroded from his po- 
tical -twist that he couldn'-t bring 


it or£,''and "The Great Dictator" 
turned out to be simply tedious 
celluloid. 


After that he went downhill rapid- 


ly, his last tvvo pictures, "Monsieur 
Vcrdoux" and "Lin.'alight," being 
complete failures. 


Let politics stay out of the theat- 


er, for sure. 


And, 
equally certain, the theater 


should stay out of politics. What « 
ham the great Chaplin finally turn- 
Sd out to be — imagining that a 
clown could turn the stage into a 
lecture hall!

God'a Plan and Man's Failure 
By WILLIAM E. GILROY, D. 0. 


The Bible is our chief source; 


(or the knowledge of God. 


It is not the only source, for 


the Bible itself tells how the wor- 
ld of nature and the starry heavens 
also tell of God: 
"The heavens declare the glory 


of God; and the firmament shew- 
eth His handiwork. Day unto (lay 
uttcrcth speech, and night unto 
night sheweth knowledge" iPsalni 
19:1-2;. 


Again the Bible tells how tho 


knowledge of God has 
n source 


jn man himself, for. if man bo- 
llevcd that he was made in the: 
image and likeness of God, then 
it was true thai, in a sense, he 
had made God in his own imago. 


But the Bible is itself the chief 


source of the knowledge of God. 
It is a record of how saints and 
prophets revealed what they hud 
found, and what God revealed of 
Himself to them. 


What, then, docs the Bible say 


concerning God's plan for men? 
The record is very clear and plain. 
As God is the source of life it is 
His plan and will that man should 
live. 


Early In the story of mankind is 


the commandment, "Thou shall not 
kill." The sacrcclncss of human iifu 
is emphasized in the early records 
of Israel, the brand of the murder- 
er upon Cain, the cities of refuge 
in which even n wrongdoer mieht 
find protection, thu early measures 
of hygiene and sanitation to pro- 
tect life against corruption and di- 
sease. 


It might be said lhat life is the 


supreme theme of the Bible, rising 
to the declarations of Jesus: "Tim 
yift of God is eternal life," and "I 
come that they might have life, and 
that they might have it more abun- 
dantly" (John 10:10). 


But life as mere existence would 


be of little worth. God's life for 
man is a life of righteousness and 
justice, of mercy and peace. 


With this is the call of God to 


men to hiiih privilege, the concep- 
tion of a people called and chosen 
to be His ministers and do His will, 
bringing blessjncs to 
themselves 


and to mankind. 


Measured against CJod's will and 


God's plan, how deep has been 
man's failure! It had its tragedy 
in the failure of that chosen peo- 
ple of Israel: a people called to 
high estate, going down in failure 
to keep the covenant, in division, 
exile, and ruin: with the happier 
aspect of the tragedy, in the per- 
sisting faith and vision of the faith- 
ful remnant, restoring a spiritual 
Israel.

And the failure of man continues 


in a world which makes mockery 
of the sacrcdness of life, in which 
peace is unknown, and in which 
iniquity abounds. 


History repeats itself. So docs 


spiritual history.' Again, a remnant 
of the faithful, in itself a vast com- 
pany, strives to keep alive the vis- 
ion of life, peace, and salvation for 
mankind. 


But what of modern nations, call- 


ed and chosen of God like Israel 
of old? M.ust failure over be tho 
story? Or will a nation arise com- 
petent to keep covenant with God 
and make His will and plan their 
supreme purpose?
